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The Altar of Baal

“Cry aloud, spare not, lift up thy 
voice like a trumpet, and shew my peo- 
ple their transgression, and the house of 
Jacob their sins,” Isa. 58:1. “But if the 
watchman see the sword come, and blow 
not the trumpet, and the people be not 
warned; if the sword come, and take any 
person from among them, he is taken 
away in his iniquity; but his blood will 1 
require at the watchman’s hand,” Ezek. 
33:6. 


OW this is a “watchman” that 
stands on his watchtower day and 
night, ready to warn the city of the ap- 
proach of an enemy at any time. His 
place is high and lifted up on top of the 
wall of the city so he can see from afar 
the wave of a banner, or flag, or the 
glitter of armor. His eye is clear, and 
alert, his ear is in tune, or tuned in to 
catch the faintest sound of a footstep, a 
trumpet, a tramp of many feet or sound 
of voices. This is the work of those that 
watch and pray upon their watchtower 
of prayer, those that take time to yield 
to God’s Holy Spirit in travail, and 
weeping, and crying, and waiting upon 
God! Glory to His sweet name forever! 
How sweet, how glorious is that place 
of prayer! How clear, how alert are the 
spiritual eyes of the saints that pray, 
alert and clear, wide awake to the ap- 
proach of the enemy on every hand. Al- 
so awake and ready for His coming and 
the glories of heaven, seeing great dis- 
tances, seeing from afar, as the eagle-eyed 
saint of old, John the beloved, that saw 
the beauties of heaven, and the new Je- 
rusalem, way down through the centu- 
ries. 

Yes, God gives that keen “scent,” as 
spiritual bloodhounds on the trail, scent- 
ing the enemy’s approach, that we might 
keep clean, pure, and holy in His sight, 
and that the Church of God might be 
kept without spot, or blemish, ready for 
the Bridegroom when He comes. 

Then the spiritual ears of those who 
pray are tuned in to catch the faintest 
sound, isolated, separated, called out 
from the crowds to hear His voice. 

“So thou, O son of man, I have set 
thee a watchman unto the house of Is- 
rael; therefore thou shalt hear the word 
at my mouth, and warn them from me,” 
Ezek. 33:7. 

“Cry aloud, spare not, lift up thy 
voice like a trumpet, and shew my peo- 
ple their transgression, and the house of 
Jacob their sins,” Isa. 58:1. 

O Church of the Living God, we see 
the enemy approaching and sweeping in- 


to our midst, and as the “watchman” of 
old, we lift up the trumpet through the 
Evangel. : 

Let the clear, old gospel call go down 
through the ranks of the old warriors, 
champing their bits as old war horses, 
snorting and pawing for battle as you 
hear that tramp of the enemy and smell 
the smoke and fire and brimstone of hell 
behind! 

My Lord, help us. We all could see it 
clear and plain if the old devil came in 
like a gentleman, announcing his arrival, 
but he comes sneaking in like a thief, 
and robber, stealthily, deceitfully, crafti- 
ly, like the serpent and old splitfoot liar 
that he is. John 8:44 shows up his char- 
acter. Yes, here he comes, that great 
“angel of light” alluringly, attractively, 
fascinatingly, sweeping into the church 
as Delilah did into Samson’s eye and 
heart, 

Here we have Samson a type of the 
Spirit-filled Church. Delilah is a type of 
the world with its charm, fascination, 
lust and sin, covering its emptiness and 
nakedness with flimsy spiderweb  gar- 
ments, jazzy music and sweet perfumes, 
with pomp, show, glitter, and glare to 
attract the eye and ear, the lust of flesh, 
the lust of the eye, and the pride of life, 
1 John 2:15, 16. 

After we are saved, we can all see 
where Delilah has swept into all the 
churches of the land, bringing in worldly 
methods of drawing and attracting, and 
entertaining a crowd by programs, plays, 
substituting education, culture, refine- 
ment, talent, art and music for the de- 
monstration and power of the Holy 
Ghost. Through God’s Word we see so- 
ciety as whitewashed sepulchres cover- 
ing dead men’s bones, the “old man” 
within. Samson’s locks were shorn, his 
strength was gone as the churches of to- 
day—no power, no: Spirit. 

“Cry aloud, spare not, lift up thy 
voice like a trumpet and shew my pec- 
ple.” We see the enemy establishing the 
altar of Baal and his grove in churches 
of the land, substituting festivals, socials, 
dinners, oyster stews, ice cream socials, 
dances, cards, plays, and programs, Eas- 
ter bunnies and eggs, Christmas trees and 
Santa Claus for the true worship of God 
in spirit and in truth, John 4:23. In- 
stead of “fire” in the kitchen, we need 
“fire” in pulpit and pew. There is a 
famine in the land—no Holy Ghost rain, 
no Spirit of God, no revivals. 

Baal worshippers cried and plead and 
prayed to Baal in 1 Kings 18 and cut 
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themselves with knives, in vain. In 
Judges 6, in Gideon’s time, Baal was that 
old heathen idol that Israel was bowing 
down to, that had taken the place of 
worship to Jehovah, the true and living 
God whom Israel turned their backs on. 
Well, that old idol was destroyed long 
ago, but his ancestors have cropped up 
here and there all down the centuries and 
we can see the spirit of that old idol in 
the churches of to-day. Anything or any- 
one that comes between you and God in 
your hearts and lives, or in your church, 
is your god or idol. We can see pleasure- 
loving, money-mad America bowing 
down to the “god of this world” and 
his temple is well cared for by millions 
of devoted worshippers who give over 
willingly and gladly to pleasure and 
money-making. 

Yes, we can see the sinner bowing 
down before his adorable cigarette, oz 
drink, movie, dance or another woman 
that he loves better than his own wife. 
You sing in vain. You can’t get to heav- 
en with a sweetheart and wife. Sure, you 
saved, sanctified children of God can see 
all that, but can you see that same old 
Baal worship creeping into the Church 
of God? Where the programs and plays 
have come in we see the same results. The 
spirit is quenched, the programs bring a 
stilted, bound, man-fearing spirit. All 
freedom is lifted and the meetings are cut 
and dried like the old Presbyterian young 
people’s meetings we had long ago, where 
we read a slip of paper and sat down in 
fear and trembling, In both the North 
and South, the old saints of God told us 
the young people used to have real Spirit- 
filled messages under the anointing, but 
since the programs they are bound. 

In the South, where we traveled as 
evangelists, they told us after the Christ- 
mas plays in the church it takes the 
young people a long time to get in the 
Spirit again. Many have to be reclaimed 
after they finally do pray down a revival 
spirit once more. 

“Cry aloud, spare not, lift up thy 
voice like a trumpet.” O Lord, use us 
as Thou didst Gideon of old, to throw 
down the altar of Baal and cut down 
the grove and to build an altar unto the 
Lord our God, Judges 6:25. 

In this lukewarm, cold, backslidden, 
age of the Church, this Baal worship 
has brought defeat and shame to 
almost every church in the land, and 
“Ichabod,” the glory departed, has been 
written over the doors. If you bring in- 
to your doors the same methods, O 
Church of God, your name will not save 
you. What are these things producing in 
our ranks? Nothing but weaklings, young 
people continually backsliding, great 
multitudes of backsliders. Where are the 
mighty men and women of God as of

THE GREAT RESTORER 


Psa. 23:3, “He restoreth my soul.” 
This verse is from one of the most fa- 
miliar Psalms in the list.

these four simple words a wealth of 
meaning which we have overlooked. We 
are constantly brought face to face with 
the gravest of all deformities and trans- 
gressions of the human family and it 
seems but few thoroughly realize God’s 
great power to restore one in such condi- 
tion. We look upon the inmates of peni- 
tentiaries and other institutions of re- 
form, habitual drunkards, dope fiends, 
the millions of outcasts in the world, and 
from the human viewpoint we are ready 
to say they are hopeless cases. But did 
you ever think about God’s power to re- 
store? There is much said about “The 
Lord is my Shepherd” and leading us in- 
to paths of righteousness, but little is 
said about “He restoreth my soul.” What 
a wealth of blessings is overlooked in this 
third verse. We see men in almost the 
last stage of human degradation, stained 
with every kind of sin and crime, in ut- 
ter despair, because of failure to lean 
upon the promises of God, but when we 
face such conditions, we may find a suf- 
ficient answer to the question in these 
words of the twenty-third Psalm, “He 
restoreth my soul.” 


In every transgression and depravity 
there is a promise and a hope of restora- 
tion, and quite often more than we are 
really conscious of. The promises of the 
gospel extend not only to the restoration 
of the gifts and graces of which sin has 
despoiled the life, but the assurance of 
God which can be obtained by faith is so 
overwhelmingly great that it goes beyond 
even the innocency of childhood to re- 
store the very righteousness of Christ to 
all the fallen in any age or stage of life. 
When speaking of the soul, we need not 
be so careful to define the nature of the 
soul in its individuality. In fact, the soul 
is no asset. To quote an early writer, “It is 
the sum of man’s natural power.” The 
soul is the nerve center of life. It is 
there the deadly virus of sin works. The 
mind is the defile, the judgment is per- 
verted, the will is weakened, the finer 
emotions are dulled. There are those on 
whom the stress of these recent days has 
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taken remorseless hold. One anxious, 
troubled day succeeds another. They 
have become strangers to the deep and 
satisfying peace which once possessed the 
soul. Such may open their eyes, however, 
to a new prospect of peace and divine 
fullness. You may hear Him, “My peace 
I give unto you.” “I will give you rest.” 
“I have overcome the world.” “Thou re- 
storeth my soul. 

Then some of us have lost something 
of the fervor and freshness of our early 
spiritual life. We may be equally attrac- 
ed to religious duties and habits but the 
former glow and vision have departed. 
A chill has settled down upon the soul 
and only the Divine Restorer can kindle 
anew the fires. He brought such renewal 
to David, to Elijah, to Peter, to Wesley, 
and to Luther. He waits to breathe the 
same quickening impulse upon your life 
and mine. All of this is true as of those 
who are conscious of the loss of spiritual 
power. Our restless activities, our plan- 
ning, and striving are poor substitutes for 
power, but all power is His. He is not 
only ready to restore but to enlarge and 
increase the flow through us of His di- 
vine Spirit. We may thus live anew the 
life of victory and fruitfulness. How 
many are conscious of the loss of joy. 
The freshness and spontaneousness of the 
early experience has departed. Ecstasy and 
exultation have been lost. It is natural 
for earthly joys to pall, but spiritual joys 
have an infinitely greater value. Where- 
fore, from the failures or defects, or 
sorrows, or trials which have robbed us 
of this priceless bond, we may come 
for full restoration. He restores my soul, 
He can make the past failures as though 
they had not been, He can banish fears 
and transform the midnight of doubts 
and cares into the noonday of faith and 
hope. All these restorations spoken of in 
Psalm 23:3 may be ours for the repent- 
ing and reconsecration of our lives and 
talents to God.

“How shall we escape, if we neglect 
so great salvation,” Heb. 2:3. 


N reading the Evangel, May 9th issue, 

I noticed Sister Tidwell’s message on 
“Effectual Prayer.”” My, how I enjoyed 
that. It was just the only solution for the 
one saying, “What is the matter with the 
church?” So here comes the real cause— 
neglect. 


One must have salvation to neglect it. 
A mother must have a child before she 
can neglect it. A farmer must have a 
farm to neglect it. Then comes the 
question, ““Why do you neglect your sal- 
vation?” You are giving your time to 
things pertaining to this life—worldly 
pleasures, comforts, or amusements. If 
the pastor had not gone fishing, he could 
have prayed more. He would have had a 
rich, juicy sermon instead of such a dry 
sermonet. He neglected to pray. I have 
heard the remark, “I just don’t have time 
to pray.” Take time, brother, sister. You 
take time to sweep, dust, visit, go sight- 
seeing, and other things for recreation. 
Why not try praying? Mothers, you 
drill that child on his or her part in 
the play at school but do you ever pray 
with them, and instruct them in right- 
eousness? Some say that such mature 
thoughts are for the grown-ups. You had 
better not neglect that boy or girl or 
they will bring you to disgrace and 
shame and cause you to go sorrowing to 
your grave. 


To neglect your garden means weeds 
and stunted growth and no yield on good 
ground choked by weeds. Then don’t you 
see, brother, sister, the things that are 


choking or crowding out your prayer 
life? If you neglect to pray you will 
soon get to the place you don’t care 


whether you pray or not. Your love is on 
the wane. The neglect will soon be 
noticed by others. The victory will be 
gone, the joy leaked out, all because you 
neglected to pray, neglected your duty 
to God and your duty to your children 
and to your neighbors, the sick, the suf- 
fering. You say, “I have to work so hard 
I don’t have time.” Find some time. If 
you are God’s, your time is His.

“To him that 
knoweth to do good and doeth it not to 


him it is sin.” Try to make your worship 
first. Let God be first in everything. Let 
your work go until you pray. If you 
must be on time, get up earlier. Give 
yourself time to pray. Don’t neglect this. 


How shall we escape? How can we 
even get there at all? Some have neg: 
lected their salvation so long that it is 
dried up and dead. They say, “I would 
give anything in the world if I could 
have just such an experience as Brother 
or Sister So and So.” You can if you 
will take the care and pains they do with 
their salvation. They are glorifying their 
Christ by being real living witnesses of 
Him, by a life of consecration and prayer, 
a life of sacrifice and humility. It takes 
a heart that is humble for God to use. 
There is so much self-righteousness to- 
day, even among our own ranks. 


Some think it is not necessary to pray 
as much as they used to when they were 
seeking the Holy Ghost, and Satan makes 
them believe they will get by on the past. 
If you have neglected your prayer life 
until your soul is lean and your joy 
gone, don’t fool yourself up to think you 
can get by. You better stick your nose 
down in the dust and pray until you 
have joy and then keep it there and it 
will abide with you. Even the sinners 
can see that you have cooled off. The 
sermons are dry and not interesting, Your 
testimony belies yourself. You say, “I 
have the victory.” You don’t. You say, 
“I love the Lord.” You don’t. If you did, 
you would love your brother also. 

That mother has almost choked her sal- 
vation to death making fine things for 
Mary or letting her daily routine of 
house work crowd out the prayer life. 
The office work is so confining, business 
is crowding out God, causing neglect. 

This condition of things is the cause 
of failure in the Church, causing love to 
wane, and carelessness about our wor- 
ship. The love of many shall grow cold, 
get lukewarm. Lord, help us to arouse 
and not be found napping. Iniquity is 
abounding on every hand. The battle is 
on. Come on, and don’t be neglectful of 
those things that help us keep victory. 
It takes a valiant, victorious soldier to 
conquer the foe. Don’t forget to pray 
morning, noon, and evening. Just as we 
eat to sustain our natural body, so we 
pray and commune with God and walk 
after the Spirit of love. If you will do 
this, He will say, Well done, at last.

Some 
are asked what church they belong to 
and they will say, “I belong to the Holi- 
ness.” Church of God folks, you that are 
ashamed of the name, you had better 
show what side you are on, if you don’t 
you will be classed with those that de- 
spise the Church of God because Christ 
is the Head of the Church. Eph. 5:22. 
In Matt. 10:32 Jesus said, “Whosoever 
therefore shall confess me before men, 
him will I confess also before my Father 
which is in heaven,” and if we are 
ashamed of the name of the Church of 
God which He gave His life’s blood for, 
I am sure that He will be ashamed to 
confess us before His Father, so come 
on.

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MY TRIP FROM CHINA TO 
INDIA

HE S. S. “Hakozaki Maru” arrived 

in Hong Kong on time, and anchored 
out in the harbor preparatory to sailing 
at an early hour next day. I went aboard 
the ship to sleep, and at seven o’clock the 
following morning was awakened by the 
noise and vibration of the driving ma- 
chinery as it was put into motion. I re- 
luctantly said farewell to China with her 
four hundred and some odd millions of 
sin-benighted souls. The Chinese are a 
very friendly people and easy to approach 
with the gospel message, and I_ have 
found them willing in most cases to 
favor the missionaries, especially was this 
true during my visits to the different 
Latin American countries. If we wanted 
a corner to preach on, we could always 
depend on the Chinese merchants extend- 
ing this courtesy, while others who pro- 
fessed to be Christians would turn us 
away. We have some good folks looking 
this way, and hope to be able to open up 
another work in China soon. When I 
arrived in India a letter was awaiting me 
telling of another prospect in that coun- 
try. 

It was about 1,600 miles from Hong 
Kong to Singapore, Malaya. The route 
took us across the China Sea lengthwise. 
For nearly one whole day we were cruis- 
ing near shore off the coast of French 
Indo-China. The scenery was most beau- 
tiful, with the many islands lying about 
and the pretty green hills of the main- 
land spread out before us, dotted here 
and there with the white farm houses. 
Far inland could be seen the towering 
mountains which extended into the 
neighboring Kingdom of Siam. We saw 
one prominent town built on the slopes 
near the sea. At places it looked like the 
rock cliffs might be hundreds of feet 
high, and rose abruptly from the water. 


I had hoped to get a glimpse of the Is- 
land of Borneo—the home of the tradi- 
tional wild man—but it was too far out 
at sea. 

We spent only one night in Singapore 
and although there are some full-gospel 
missionaries in Malaya, I did not get to 
contact any of them. This is an island 
possession and is joined to the mainland 
by a causeway. Some of the passengers 
made a visit to the neighboring state of 
Johore, and I learned the Sultan had pre- 
pared tea in anticipation of a visit from 
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some of us. I don’t think, however, any 
one accepted the invitation—not know- 
ing it in time. I went on a visit to the 
Mohammedan Mosque and a number of 
other interesting places, after which I 
got busy with my correspondence, try- 
ing to catch up with my writing. 

Our next stop was at Georgetown on 
the Island of Penang—also a Malay 
state. We spent only a few hours at this 
place, visiting a number of heathen 
shrines and temples where many sickening 
sights were to be seen. I made a visit to 
one old Christian church, built about 
one hundred twenty years ago, where 
I was privileged to rest and pray. 

We had been steaming through the 
straits of Malacca for the last several 
hundred miles, and leaving Penang we 
cut across between the small Island of 
Pulo Weh and the large Island of Suma- 
tra in the Dutch East Indies. The beau- 
ties of the scenery could hardly be de- 
scribed. Especially is this true with re- 
gard to Sumatra. This island is about 
700 miles in length by 200 in width, at 
the longest and widest, and although the 
home of wild elephants and tigers, the 
country is being rapidly developed along 
modern lines, and its backward people 
are making a splendid showing under the 
apt leadership of the Dutch authorities. 

From here we entered the Indian Ocean 
proper, and were faced with a thousand 
miles of open sea, crossing the Bay of 
Bengal to Colombo, Ceylon. Ceylon is a 
British Island in the Indian Ocean about 
twenty-two miles off the southern tip 
of Hindustan or India. The island is 
about 250 miles long, and about 100 
miles wide at the widest place. It is the 
spot where the west-bound traveler from 
America says good-bye to the East and 
where the traveler from Europe gets his 
first real glimpse of the East. Ceylon is 
one of those rare islands having much 
praise lavished upon it, having been a 
magic and alluring isle in the minds of 
men since the days of the early Greeks. 
Here elephants are domesticated and 
trained to do different kinds of work, 
they are especially useful in moving 
heavy timbers. The climate is very hot 
throughout the year, but one can find 
relief in a few hours by resorting to the 
cooler belt in the higher levels, as the 
highest peak is around 8,000 feet above 
the sea level. The principal products of 


the island are, rubber, cocoanuts, tea, 
and cinnamon. 
I landed in Colombo, the principal 
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city, amd after clearing the customs and 
passing the immigration office boarded 
the train for Talaimannar pier. We left 
at 8:15 P. M. and reached the boat land- 
ing at 6:00 the following morning where 
the boat was waiting to take us across 
to the mainland. Two hours later we 
got our first real glimpse of India, that 
is, land. Land of the living and the dead, 
offering vivid scenes of fabulous wealth 
and fabulous poverty, splendor and rags, 
palaces and hovels, gay-hued cities, dense 
jungles. India, as Mark Twain said, “‘is 
endowed with imperishable interest for 
alien prince and alien peasant, for let- 
tered and ignorant, wise and foolish, rich 
and poor, bond and free, the land that all 
men desire to see and having seen once 
by even a glimpse, would not give that 
glimpse for the shows of all the rest of 
the globe combined.” From what I have 
already seen of India I could quite agree 
with Mr. Twain, were it not for my 
forthcoming visit to Egypt and the Holy 
Land, which I am sure will come as a 
climax to my round-the-world tour, God 
permitting. 

To the left of the ship coming over 
were a string of tiny reefs or islands 
which are thought to be the remains or 
ruins of a prehistoric bridge, in fact it 
is known as ‘““Adam’s Bridge,” and is said 
to have connected the island with the 
mainland at one time, 


At Danushkodi pier we boarded the 
Indo-Ceylon Express of the South India 
Railway. The train left at 10:10 A. M. 
and arrived at Trichinopoly Junction 
about 7:00 P. M., waited four hours for 
the Blue Mountains Express which took 
us to Mettupalaiyam, arriving at 8:45 A. 
M. the following day. Here we changed 
to the Nilgiri Railway, taking the nar- 
row gauge up the mountain to Ootaca- 
mund, where we arrived at 12:00 m., 
noon. It was around 580 miles from Co- 
lombo to Ootacamund, and took about 
forty hours to make the trip. I haven’t 
time nor space in which to tell about the 
wonderful sights seen en route. It was 
mostly desert plains during the first part 
of the journey, and the whole country- 
side seemed to be literally burned up, so 
to speak, it being the dry season and the 
hottest time of the year. As we began to 
reach the uplands vegetation took on 
more life, and we passed through sever- 
al interesting towns and villages, such as 
Periyanaikanpalaiyam, etc. Of course, the 
reader will not be expected to pronounce 
the above name until after he has had a 
chance to brush up a little on his orthog- 
raphy. 

The Indian railways are well laid, usu- 
ally with rock bed and steel crossties. 
The trains are quite rapid and -generally 
run on schedule time, and are up-to-date, 
although strangely constructed when 
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compared with those on American lines. 
For example, the ends of the coaches are 
closed up making it impossible to go 
from coach to coach while the train is 
in motion. Each car usually has two 
compartments, accommodating sixteen 
passengers by day and eight by night. 
The seats are of imitation leather and ar- 
ranged lengthwise so they can be con- 
verted into sleeping births at night, one 
above another, Ladies who do not have 
male escorts, are provided with private 
compartments. The passengers enter and 
leave from doors at the side and are left 
alone while the train is in motion. An 
emergency bell cord is provided in case 
it should be necessary to stop en route. 


Ootacamund is in the Nilgiri Hills, 
better said mountains, as the city itself is 
about 8,000 feet above sea level. It is 
known as the “Queen of the hill sta- 
tions” and has a very delightful climate. 
For this reason it has been made _ the 
summer capital of the Madras Presidency, 
and has otherwise come to be a noted 
summer resort. Many missionaries come 
to “Ooty” for a little rest and a change 
from the terrible hot plains. Many of 
them are coming in at this time and our 
number is increasing daily. We are quar- 
tered in the beautiful missionary rest 
home provided through the gifts of Mrs. 
Francesca Gamble of the P&G Company, 
Cincinnati, Ohio. 


We have a Brother Culver from Ken- 
tucky in charge of the home. He and 
wife have put in about thirty years on 
this field. When we were crossing the 
plains coming up from the coast, [| 
thought a time or two I would collapse 
the pressure of the heat was so great, but 
as we neared the foothills I was left alone 
in my compartment and got a chance to 
really pray through. As I looked from 
the windows and saw the people working 
in the fields, picking cotton and tea, and 
otherwise engaged, a spirit of weeping 
came over me and I was so wrought upon 
by the Spirit that I forgot all about my- 
self. The trip up the mountain was very 
interesting indeed, it being a climb of 
about 7,000 feet in twenty-nine miles. 
We crossed gorge after gorge and saw 
some of the highest cliffs. Many beau- 
tiful streams could be seen with the 
clear water plunging downwards for 
hundreds of feet forming pretty falls. 


Bro. Manoah met me at the station and 
had planned for a special reception at the 
church where I preached to a large gath- 
ering of people, while he interpreted in 
the Tamil language. After service I was 
the guest of honor at a dinner, was 
treated to some special native music and 
singing. Then the host placed the tradi- 
tional garland of flowers about my neck, 
pinned a smal! bouquet on the lapel of 
my coat and placed a large one in my

hand while the photographer took pic- 
tures of the group. Then my escort 
started home with me. I felt mortified 
with all this flowery decoration, carry- 
ing my Bible and walking with a cane, 
but did not want to be discourteous. Af- 
ter turning the corner I did take the gar- 
land off and hang it on my arm, but the 
natives along the way still persisted in 
saluting, and would generally say “Padri 
or Master” according to their custom, 

In my next article I will tell you 
something of how I am being received as 
a messenger of God, and of the oppor- 
tunities we have in this mission field. In 
the meantime please pray, everyone, and 
remember we will need some money, for 
while the gospel is free, it costs a great 
deal to get the Word to the people and 
more to maintain the work on the field. 

You may ask how far I have gone. It 
is approximately 14,500 miles from 
Cleveland, Tenn., going via California 
and across the Pacific. I have spent forty 
days aboard ship en route, not including 
the trip to the Philippines.
